“There will be no lack of vo! 
ume in vegetable production,’ 
he says, “for the purchase of 
near 20,00 acres of undeveloped 
and and 2,500 acres of 
highly developed vegetable land, 
all by local operators, insures 
a land supply. Of course, the 
use of some close-in lands for 
cane will bring about a reap- 
praisal of each farmers opera- 
tion and eliminate some compet- 
itive production that furnishes 
that bit for over-production.” 


It is l to review some of 
the definite steps of progress 
in Glades agriculture where no 
crops are subsidized by taxpay- 
ers money, and stubborn resis- 
tance is always immediate when 
such is proposed. 

In the early thirties, rains, 
early frosts in fall or spring, or 
market failure doomed the “sea- 
son" in the Glades financially 
for beans which along with a 
few peppers, egg squash and to- 
matoes, were grown on the 
warm lands close to Lake Okee- 
chobee, 

In the thirties Dick Townsend 

of the Everglades Experiment 
Station following the importuni- 
ties of A. J. Sullivan, sprayed 
a 60-acre field of beans on saw- 
grass land in Section 11, just 
east of the Station, with a zinc 
solution to go along with pre- 
vious sprayings of manganese 
and copper. 
- As a starter, the success in this 
field taught scientists and far- 
mers that the proper application 
of minor elements will do won- 
ders for growing plants on saw- 
grass land — basic forward 
step No. 1. 

An asparagus enthusiast, after 
experimenting at other locations 
in the Glades grew quite an 
acreage of asparagus on the 
hitus lot just west of the Okee- 
chobee Labor Camp, and in the 
fall allowed some local far- 
mers to plant beans between 
the six-foot rows of their crop, 
on a share-crop basis, feeling 
that the fertlizer used on the 
beans would accrue a certain 
advantage to the asparugas, if 
no rent was paid. 

For protection of the valuable 
crop of asparagus, there were

Congressman Paul G. Rogers 
on July 26 called for an ulti- 
matum to Cuba, and recom- 
mended that it be backed up 
with forceful unilaternal action.

scale." There is à growing feel- 
ing, North and South, that "the 
War is to be a long one." 

Aug. 5 — Full reports have 
today been received describing 
how the Jamestown, a Federal 
blockader operating off the 
coast near Fernandina, today 
captured the Alvarado in July- 
This is the first reported cap- 
ture of a blockade-runner in 
Florida waters. The Alvarando, 
formerly the property of Issac 
Taylor of Boston, was captured 
and pressed into Confederate 
service recently by the famed 
Southern privateer, Jefferson 
Davis, The attack on the Alvar- 
ado was so close to Amelia Is- 
land that many citizens from 
Fernandian came down to the 
beach hoping to help save the 
Confederate ‘Vessel. Captain 
Elias Yulee, brother of former 
Senator David Levy Yulee, ord- 
ered several pieces of artillery 
to be brought in from Fort 
Clinch. The Federal commander 
had thought the Confederates 
might be able to save their ship 
and so he ordered the Alvar- 
ado burned. 

Aug. 6 — The Federal Con- 
gress adjourns in Washington 
today, after voting Mr. Lincoln 
all the practical measures that 
he thinks he needs to proceed 
with the War. Congress plans 
to reassemble in December. 
Aug. 7 — More and more 
people, who first thought that 


the War would be a short one, 
have changed their minds. To 
support this: new opinion, Con: 
tederate Secretary of War Wal- 
ker has sent the following wire 
to Governor Perry in Tallahas- 
see: "The War existing between 
this Government and that at 
Washington will probably be 
prolonged during the coming 
winter," ‘

Con- 
federate of the Navy Mallory's 
“hit-and-dun commerce-raiding" 
program is responsible for these 
successes, according to a Flor- 
ida paper.

Episcopal Bishop 
Succumbs July 31 


The Right Reverend William 
Francis Moses, Suffragan Bishop 
of the Diocése of South Florida, 
died Monday, July 31st, in a 
London, England hospital. 

Stricken the preceding Friday 
with a heart attack, Bishop 
Moses succumbed after a seem- 
ing rally of strength. He was 
enjoying the second week of a 
two month vacation with his 
wife in England when the at- 
tack occurred: 

On receipt of the news the 
Bishop of South Florida offered 
a Requiem Mass at the Cathe- 
dral Church of St. Luke in Or- 
lando for Bishop Moses the same 
morning of his death, and par- 
ishes and missions throughout 
the diocese tolled their bells in 
mourning. 

Bishop Moses, well known and 
much loved in South Florida, 
was for twenty-two years rec- 
tor of All Saints’ Church in 
Lakeland, and three years rec- 
tor of the Church of fhe De- 
deemer, Sarasota, before his 
election and  Consecration in 
1956 as the Suffragan or assist. " 
ant Bishop of South Florida, the 
545th bishop of the American 
Church. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Neal, a son, Mr. Frank H. Moses; 
of Florence, Alabama; two 
daughters, Mrs. T. E. Braly, Jr., 
of Chattanooga, Tennessee, Mrs. 
S. J. Benigno of Sarasota, Flor- 
ida, and a sister, Mrs. Dorothy 
Alexander of Atlanta, The Bis- 
hop was born 63 years ago in 
Atlanta, Georgia. 

A Requiem Mass and the Bur- 
ial Office will be held in St. 
Luke's Cathedral on Monday, 
August 7, at 10:30 a. m. 


Rev. Dr. Daniel A. Poling, edi- 
tor of Christian Herald maga- 
zine, "serves as an expression 
of faith and an uplifting force 
to unite man, God and family." 
A study of hymn singing also 
reveals how closely hymns are 
tied to history. 

The Pilgrims, in their first’ 
voyage across the Atlantic, were 
strengthened spiritually by sing- 
ing psalms from the Bible. 

The first book printed in 
America was a hymnal — “The 
Bay Psalm Book.” 

Luther added strength and 
popularity to the Protestant Re- 
formation by writing hymns to 
the tunes of popular German 
songs. He thus restored religious 
singing to the people — and 
composed dozens of hymns him- 
self. 

Charles Wesley (who, with his 
orother, John, founded Metho- 
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dism) wrote more than 6,000 
hymns. Among these was the 
hymn that even today is sung 

herever people worship to- 
gether, the eternal "Jesus, Lover 
of My Soul.” 

America's unique contribution 
to hymn singing has been two- 
fold 

Negro spirituals are acknow- 
ledged almost universally for 
their profound and deeply-mov- 
ing piety. Such religious songs 
as "He's Got the Whole World 
in His Hands," and "When the 
Saints Go Machin' In" are 
known the world-over.

For Gasoline Refunds 


Florida farmers have until 
October 2, 1961, to file claims 
for refund of federal tax on 
gasoline used for farming pur- 
poses. 

Economists with the Florida 
Agricultural Extension Service 
say claims may be filed by farm 
owners, tenants, or operators for 
the period July 1, 1960 through 
June 30, 1961. 

For gasoline purchased on or 
after October 1, 1959 through 
June 30, 1961 a refund rate of 
four cents per gallon is allow- 
ed. 

No refund of the tax is al- 
lowed for gasoline used on the 
highway; in processing, pack- 
aging, freezing or canning oper- 
ations; or for personal or non- 
farming purposes. 

File claims on Form 2240 
(1961) with the U. S. District 
Director of Internal Revenue, 
Jacksonville, Florida. County 
agents, deputy collectors and 
the District Director of Inter- 
nal Revenue have this form and 
instructions for preparing it.

interest of his crop: The “Boss,” 
in telling the story, remembered 
he didn't know it was raining 
until he got out of his car at 

the farm. 

Farmers of the Glades had an 
oft-told story of what a pump 
could do towards saving a crop 
they later learned what the 
same pump reversed would do 
towards irrigation, also — for- 
ward step No. 2 in progress. 

"Pop' 'Lord, Major Domo of 
the Brown Farm with H. D. 
Vannah, in '28 had grown celery, 
among other crops, successful- 
ly. Two of his boys — Little 
Doc Van Landingham and A. J. 
Sullivan — became enthused at 
the prospect of celery as a re- 
gular crop here, despite the ac- 
cepted superiority of production 
in Sanford and Sarasota. Each 
had approximately two acres; 
Little Doc's kid brother Caspar 
cooperated by driving a truck 
in West Palm, with every spare 
dollar going into celery. 

“Sully” talked somebody into 
supplementing his "fifty cents” 
in the growing of his crop. 

Herman Wedgworth, and his 
wife Ruth, took on what is now 
called "The Home Place,” a 320- 
acre tract of land, a mile south 
of State Road No. 80, and reach- 
ed by a dry-weather muck route 
with a cooperative venture in 
producing celery, 

From these back breaking and 
often discouraging ^ efforts, 
coupled with yeoman work on, 
the part of scientists “at the 
Everglades Experiment Station, 
the Glades is now the largest 
producer of winter celery, an 
$8 million dollar annual crop. | 
Forward — substantially —! 
Glades Economy. 

“Roasting Ears" were quite| 
a regular staple of the Rawls} 
Brothers who found enough 
"Gawgia Crackers” with a 
sprinkling of Tennessee, Ala- 
bama and Carolina folks to de- 
mand these regularly on the 
Miami markets. Occasionally 
a truck-load was sent to Jack- 
sonville and Atlanta in early 
spring. 


Again, the Station's "Long- 
haired” boys found in their am- 
bulating research at home, a- 
broad and in the midwest, 
strains of a "Sweet Corn" that 
"did quite well" in test plots 
in the Glades. Further search 
and research brought a short- 
stalked sweet corn that produces 
prolifical'y on the muck. In '48 
Lennie Stuckey was in Washing- 
ton, D- C. when a hurricane was 
reported headed towards the 
Glades, and from the National 
Headquarters of Red Cross in 
Washington he called his wife in 


coming also from the same gen- 
eral locality. The Gressinger 
family also moved into the 
Glades as radish growers on a 
big scale. 

Hand cultivation and pulling 
has been mechanized and with 
the tops removed, radish are 
now sold. "by the gillions" in 
cello-pack, from near ‘every 
farm in the Glades, 

Distribution of some $30 mil- 
lion worth of winter vegetables 
annually is handled by sales 
organizations in the Glades re- 
cognized throughout the land 
as tops. Carlot shipments of 
winter vegetables from the 
Glades go to every state in the 
Union, every Province in Can- 
ada, as well as to most countries 
of the Gulf and the Caribbean. 
These distributors have kept 
abreast of the time and institut- 


ed the “mixed car,” assuring the § 
disposal of a huge tonnage for 


smaller cities where a full car 
of any one item could not bs 
handled. 

In 1950 a growing interest in 
beef production, brought the 
organization of the Glades 
Livestock Marketing Associa- 
tion, a cooperative owned, oper- 
ated and controlled by Glades 
cattlemen. It has a ten-year re- 
cord of market sales second to 
none in the State of Florida, 
as to total numbers and/or dol- 
lars brought in. 

An in novation in market 
sales known as “lot sales" where 
animals of a general type and 
condition are bunched instead 
of as single animals, has great- 
ly speeded up the handling of as 
many as 1,000 to 1500 head in 
one half-day sale. 

Another efficient system of 
selling is known as “Board 
Sales” wherein a rancher with 
a number of animals will have 
them corralled during the week 
preceeding the sale so that 
quantity buyers may inspect 
them prior to bidding at the 
market. a 

It is reliably estimated that 
more than 135,000 cattle are sold 
annually thru the market and at 
the pastures in the area- 

Builders along the Florida 
coasts found that St. Augustine 
grass makes a most acceptable 
lawn; so began an industry ¢on- 
verting pasture grasses into sod 
to the tune of several million 
feet weekly. 


Improved St. Augustine from 
the University of Florida, and 
the addition of new varieties 
and crosses is bringing special- 
ists in sod growing for quality 
Shipments are made as far as 
Atlanta, Louisville, St. Louis, 
and "waf-stations" Two to 
three millions annually are 
brought to the Glades from this 
important item in the Glades 
agricultural production. 

Ten millions for "steaks and 
hamburgers on the hoof" is a 
sizable annual income from beef 
production for, any area. 

Diversification is receiving its 


most substantial investment dol- 
lar-wise from the addition of 
grinding capacity for some 2, 
228,000 tons of cane from ap- 
proximately 60,000 acres of 
land in the Glades, 

The addition of near $3 mil- 
lions annually from this staple’ 
table item in salaries and wages, 
plus an equal amount to grow- 
ers with more than $1,250,000 
in supplies etc., spent locally, 
gives sugar production the up- 
per hand as THE important 
economic stabalizer over that 
previously held by beef, — it 
supplements income from beef, 

This addition of $32,000,000 
gross income from Glades to the 
$10,000,000 from beef, gives the

a € 
Glades approximately half of 
its gross income from items you 
and I find on our tables daily — 
beef and sugar. 

Incidentally, the Glades grows 
no crop which is subsidized by 
the taxpayers money — and 
what's more the farmers have 
fought every effort to subsidize 
them. ; 

Sugar is NOT a subsidize 
item, such as dairy products, 
corn and wheat. 

A control of quotas is effec- 
tive through a "benefit pay- 
ment" which has historically 
maintained an equitable price 
for table sugar through a pro- 
cessing tax paid by refiners and 
a tariff on imports.
